The pamphict closes with the rfollowing remark-
able assortion:—"A number of lmportant papers
were foutd in the camp of Lopes, Among them I8
o will of his dated the 434 of Decamber last, in which
he appoints Madame Kilza Lynch his sole legatoe,
There were found also two letters of the same date,
nddressed by Lopez to Generpl MeMahon, the
United  States Minlster at Paraguay, In  one
of which he asks the General to ander-
take the dutles of eXeontor under his
will, and in the other requests him to become
gaardian of his children, whom he confides to the
Genoral's care and protection.”™ In commenting on
this statement thoe writer gays:— “It 18 not credisle
that the United States Minister hos accepted the aps
pointment wtth which Lopez invested him in order
to represent his adulterons progeny, and to sdminis-
ter his lprnpcrmrucnred through treachery, as was
most of the wealth that Lopez pretends to possess.’s

THE SOUTH SEA HORROR.

Partlenlars ef the Reveolt of South Sea Island-
ers on n Coolie Ship.
Froum the San Franciseo Bulleting Nov. 10,
By the brig Nautilus, Captain Turner, which ar-
rived from Tahiti ,\rcsu:rtm[v, making the quickest
trip on record—sixty-seven days tor the ronnd trip—
news 18 recelved by & buginess house (n this city of
one of the most thrilling tragedies ever enncted on
the high seas, It bringsto mind the fearfal scenes
witnessed on bourd the African slnversseveral years
ago, and surpasses any of the dark deedson ship-
board that have been chronicled fora long time.
Some two years n{:: the French barque Murialdd was
fitted up by the Tahiti Cotton Company, and sailed
for the Gilbert 1slands, near Anckiand, ostensibly on
A triding expedition, but really for the purpose of
securing a cargo of Coolles, to be used as slaves on
the plantations, She was Pruvlﬂefl with stocks,
and arranged in all respects like 4 slaver, She pro-
vurea her humen freight, and, after constderable
dimculty, succeeded in completing her voyage in
sarety, in spite of the obstacles placed In her pauh
'i{”““ French Government and the natives, The
uriadi venture proved 8o remunerative that the
company could scarcely curb their impatience and
wilt for the excitement to die ont, before gending
for another cargo of coolies, About six months
the cotton company purchased the burque Margaret
Brander, arranged her similar to the Muriadi, and
sent her to the Glibert Islands, under the Tahitiun
flag, after more “laborers” for their plantation. No
unusual precautions were taken in equipping the
vessel to enable the oflcers and crew to withstand
any ontbreak which might take place, and the own-
€rs saw the gallant bargue ssil away with no appre-
hension that the voyage would result disastronsly.
The Brander arvived at the Githert Islands in doe
Searon, and immediately set o work procuring the
“laborers” wanted, Indoing this, mors trooble was
experienced than had heen antioipated, The natives
of the Gilbert Islands are ferce and revengeful, nnd
are Litter In thelr hatred towards the wiites, At
1ast, however, the complement was obtalned, and
the vessel salied away with three handreed men sl
wonen. By some means or othor the natlves dis-
covered the destination of the Brander, fonnd that
they were to be subjected to slavery, and the Mu-
riadl’s cargo had been converted to that pavpose.
Instantly they became sullen and eyed their cap-
tors with a wicked look. Feeling somewhat inse-
cure, Captain Blackett, who had  charge  of
the vessel, ordered the strictest watch to be
Kept of the moyements macde by the coolles,
and all possible precantions for the safety of the
vessel, oMceers, and crew taken., His fears were not
groundless, for when some two weeks out the coolios
rebelled in the night, Killed Captain Blackett, two of
the ofMlcers, and several men, and charged around
the vessel in the wildest fury, hacking thelr victims
in the most frightful manner. While the poor
wretches were carrying on their horrible work of
mutiiating and disiguring their vietons, the mate of
the vessel managed to secrete hlmself below. His
abgonce was soon discovered, and the now lhalf-
craged Bavages det Lo work to discover hig wosre-
abouts Mistrusting thelr intentlon, and with o
presence of mind seldom  equalled, he  placed
& keg of powder under the main-hateh
and  amanged A fase, Then  ealling  out
to the voolies above, he soampered  hack
from the powder as far g4 posalble,. When the fel-
lows bad crowded aroand the hatehway, and woere
peericg down to see him, he tived his Tuse, and the
explosion which followed Killed nearly all on board.
The rest were §0 demorallged that they jumped over-
board, or fell cusy victims to the remorseless war-
fare waged by the mate and the few rematning mei.
Singularas It may 8eem, the vessel was not 8o badly
damaged that she would not foat, and the mate snc-
ceeded in l:rmﬁmg her back to ‘Tahitl.

—A military correspondent at Veroun sends
us the following observations on the present
state of the Itallan army:—*It any one who saw
the Pledmontese troops hefore the campalgn of
1850 compares them with the Iallan troops of
to-day, he will hardly be able to find words to
express the full extent of the contrast between
them, The tenuncity, adaptability, diseipline,
and general efficiency which churacteri the
army of Pledmont have uearly all disappeared
now that it has hecome the nemy of United
Italy. The Italian Is siugularly plastic and very
intelllgent, 5o that he is caslly drilled; but in the
army as it now exixs, though there are plenty of
clover und well-instrueted soldiers, that most
important  quality of a soldier, discipline,
is almost entirely wanting. The men are un-
rll[i’ and digsobodient, and the oficers careless, I
had an opportunity of watehing the infantry at
the great manwuvres this antumn, and fonnd
thelr marching slow aud irregular; the men ap-
peared decidedly below the average in Intalli-
wence, and not held well in hand by thelr offi-
cers.  The elightest effort seemed to throw them
into disorder, and the number of stragglers was
extraordinary. | The Lombards used to pass for
Austrin’s best soldiers, but, like the Venetians
and Piedmontese, they have been dispersed over
the entire army, and, instead of improving the
efliclency of the rogiments into which they have
been drafted, appear to have themselves dete-
riorated. The cavalry also leave mnch to be de-
sired. Llkethe infantry, they are easily fatigued
though the nature of the Ttalian service renders
long marches indispensable; they are bad riders,
and they are badly mounted. As for the 1-
lery, which Is still composed mostly of ﬁﬂ -
montese, it is as excellent us ever.”
